WASHINGTON, 
J a n . 
2—President 
Cleveland tooight annouDced the ap- 
pointment of the Vencz aelan boundary 
commiBBion as follows: 


David J . Brewer, of Sansap, juatioe 
of the United States Bupreme court; 
Richard H. Alvey, of Maryland, chief 
justice of the caurt of appeals of the 
District 
of Columbia; 
Andrew D. 
White, of New York; Frederick R. 
Coudert, of New.York, and Daniel C. 
Gilman, of Maryland. 


The commission is regarded as a very 
satisfactory one, whose opinions and 
conclusions will be received by the 
American public with that coctidence 
which the standing of the members of 
the commission in the public eye in- 
spires 
Brewer and White are republi- 
cans, Alvey and Coudert are democrats. 
Mr. Gilman has never figured promi- 
nently in politics. At the white house 
it is stated that he has no politics, but 
his proclivities are understood to be re 
publican. 
Thus the two great parties 
are equally represented on the commis- 
sion, with the fifth member having no 
outspoken politics. 


Mr. Justice Brewer, who heads the 
Venezuelan commisEion, named lest 
night by President Cleveland, was seen 
at his residence today by a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press. 
The jus- 
tice had not yet received official notifi- 
cation of his appointment, and in the 
absence of this he was in some doubt as 
to his course in accepting the unofficial 
announcement 
and 
communicating 
with the executive authorities. 
Until 
this is done he is loth to discuss the 
commission's plan of proceedure as 
everything will depend upon the con- 
ferences with his associate commission- 
ers. Justice Brewer doubtless will call 
on the president and secretary of state 
today, and as soon thereafter as tne 
commissions of the members are issued 
steps will be taken 
to 
assemble 
the commission and begin its work. In 
response to inquiries, Mr. Brewer said 
that while he could not speak with full 
information, yet he had no doubt the 
sessions of the commission would be 
held in Washington as it was the most 
accessible point, and, mor<»over, much 
Of the documentary evidence, • maps, 
etc., which would initiate the inquiry, 
were to ba fcuad here. 
For the pres- 
ent the justidO will continue his work 
on the supreme bench, as it is felt that 
the preliminaries of organization and 
the assemblying of evidence may con- 
tinue through the present month, leav- 
ing the more serious work of ezamioa- 
tion by the commission to begin about 
February first, when 
the supreme 
court 
takes 
a 
month's 
recess. 
This will permit 
the justice 
to 
hear pending cases, and thereafter 
give his exclusive time to tbe com- 
mission. 
If, however, the commis- 
sion's 
labors 
begin 
earlier 
than 
anticipated, Mr. Brewer is ready at 
any time to join his associates. Justice 
Brewer when asked if the commission 
was likely to go abroad to pure u a its 
investigation, said it might be that the 
state department had prepared certain 
features of evidence regarded as es- 
sential, and which would serve as a 
ground work for the investigation. In 
that event, doubtless, this would be 
gone over, and then the commission 
would determine what further steps 
were required to ascertain the facts. 
It might be that Venezuela and Eng- 
land would be asked to present their 
respective cases. Certainly, in a ques- 
tion of this character, there would be 
the desire for the fullest information 
from all available saurces. 
When this 
documentary evidence was all in hand, 
the question might then arise as to the 
desirability of verifying certain features 
of it by a personal inspection of the 
originals of the documents in the 
archives 
of 
Spain, 
Holland 
or 
other countries. 
This would involve 
a trip abroad, and there was a possibil- 
ity that it might become desirable per- 
sonally to view the locality of conten- 
tion along the Gi4ana-Venezuela line. 
Justice Brewer illustrated 
this 
by 
referring to some of the boundary con- 
tests over Mexican land grants, a num 
ber of which have been decided by 
him, including the Maxwell land grant 
case. 


The justice says he has not given a 
thought to the executive staff of the 
commission, and as yet no names have 
been 
suggested. 
Thoroughly com- 
petent tran<<lators, both in Spanish and 
Dutch, as distinguished from German, 
will be required to examine the origi- 
nals of the old Spanish and Dutch 
grants on which the reepective claims 
are based. 
The justice does not feel 
that the appearance of his name at the 
head of the list, as announced, confers 
upon him any suggebtion that he will 
initiate the work of the body, as the 
commission itself may select its chair- 
man.

While They Slept the Flames Stole lip- 
on Tnem and Enveloped Theiu 
In Death. 


CoLTJMBus, Ohio, Jan. 2.—At 4 o'clock 
this morning the residence of John H. 
Hibbard, 1,398 Bast Long street, was 
discovered to be on fire. Mr. and Mrs 
Hibbard, their son, Allen, aged five, 
and baby, Dorothy, Miss Fanny Hib- 
bard and Mrs. Grace Hibbard Lee, sis- 
ters, of Barnesville, Ohio, perished in 
the smoke and their bodies were more 
or less destroyed by fire. Mr. Hibbard 
is secretary of the Central Ohio Natural 
Gas and Fuel company and is connected 
by marriage with the Deshlers, Hunt- 
ingtons and others of the wealthiest 
families of Columbus. 


Four sons less than fifteen years of 
a^e and the colored servant, aged 
eighteen, and originally from Palatka. 
Florida, escaped by jumping from the 
second story window. 
Natural gas was 
used, but the fire evidently originated 
from some defective constructinn in 
the wood work. 
Mrs. Lee was the jurife 
of. a son of the editor of the Barnes- 
ville Enterprise. 
She and her sister 
were to have returned home today. 
Mrs. Harry Lee was a sister and resides 
in Chicago. 
The other friends are in 
Ohio. 


STEALS A TRAY OF DIAMONDS. 
Bold Robbery at Indianapolis, Fol* 
lowed by a I.iively Chase. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind , Jan. 2 —Shortly 
before 6 o'clock, last evening, a stranger, 
accompanied by a woman, walked into 
C. J. Holliss' jewelry establishment, 
remarking that he wanted to purchase 
a New Year's gift for his wife, and a 
tray filled with diamonds was set be- 
fore him. 
The woman was hard to 
please 
and the 
stranger 
finally 
requested her to call her father. 


A few minutes after he seized the 
tray and started for the street, closely 
followed by the jeweler, who sounded 
the alarm. 
Within five minutes 500 
people were chasing the thief. 
Albert 
Nelson, the first man to seiza him. re- 
ceived a charge of snuff in his face, 
while the second, Simon Keiser, barely 
escaped a handful of red pepper. The 
thief was finely japtured and sii of the 
diamonds were found concealed in his 
cap. The remainder, valued in excess 
of <500, are still missing. 


The prisoner registered as Richard 
Wilson, although he admitted this is 
not his name. 
Wilson is a small man, 
thirty-three years old, with blonde hair 
and blue eyes. He gives his home as 
New York and his occupation that of a 
clothing cutter. His female companion 
escaped arrest.

PaiLiDELPHiA, Jan. 2.—A renewal of 
the strike which paralyzed street rail- 
way traffic in this city for the week 
preceding Christmas seemed imminent 
until 3 o'clock this morning, and it is 
possible that the men may yet go out. 
At the hour mentioned a meeting of 
the employes and their leaders voted 
to poll the conductors and motormen 
of the various branches today to de- 
termine tne sentiment of the men on a 
new proposition submitted by General 
Manager Beelm, of the Union Traction 
company, last night, in which he agreed 
to give the old men preference over the 
new men brought from other cities to 
take the places of strikers. 
He also 
agreed to reconsider the cases of men 
discharged previous to the 
strike 
because of their membership in the 
Amalgamated 
Association of 
Street 
Railway Employes. 
The men, since 
their return to work, have insisted 
strongly on their demand for $2 pay 
for a day of ten hours. 
Mr. Beelem at 
first promptly declined to consider this 
demand, but it is understood that he 
has since stated that the board of di- 
rectors is considering the question of a 
reduction of hours. At present the 
men work twelve to thirteen hours and 
some of them make less than $2 a day. 
Today committees are busy on each 
division canva£sing among the men. 
and the result of the vote will be an- 
nounced at a meeting called for 4 
o'clock this afternoon, when they will 
be definitely decided whether another 
strike shall be inaugurated to enforce 
their demands. 
A majority of the men 
are very aggressive, but a strong minor- 
ity oppose another strike, and, in the 
event of a crisis, it is believed many 
will refuse to desert their cars.

About one year ago, merely as a past 
time, he inserted in a metropolitan 
daily an advertisement, under an as- 
sumed name, stating that he desired a 
lady correspondent, object matrimony.

Thomas had gone to Cincinnati, 
where she secured a position as book- 
keeper at Somerville, Ky., and she 
was there when she chanced to see 
Thomas' 
advertisement. 
The two 
were happily reunited and joyfully re- 
paired to their home. 
Thomas is a 
wealthy and intelligent farmer. 


HE FOUGHT THE DALTON 
GANG 
"Bill" Scott, Who Carries Many Marks 


of Battle, Now liocated in Indiana. 
LOGANSPORT. Ind., J a n . 
2—"Bill" 
Scott, one of the men who a iew year's 
ago was instrumental in breaking up 
the Dalton gang of train robbers and 
highwaymen in the west, is now em- 
ployed at the Eenne^h stone quarries, 
near this city. He carries the scars of 
ten bullet wounds on his body. One 
arm is almost useless from the effects 
of gunshot wounds, the bone of his 
right thigh was shattered, there are the 
marks of two wounds on his face, and 
the tip of one ear is missing, having 
been shot away by an enemy's bullet. 
He was also shot in the breast, and has 
had enough hairbreadth escapes and 
experienced dangers sufficient to make 
himself many times a hero. 


The lawless deeds of the Dalton 
gang, together with their tragic death, 
are fresh in the minds of the reading 
public. 
They held up trains, robbed 
banks, and became BO bnld in their 
movements as to keep citizens o( the 
localities in which they operated in al- 
most constant terror. 


Scott's connection with the extermin- 
ation of the gang wa^ in the capacity of 
marshal. He was with the posse which 
finally shot down three members of the 
gang, including the Daltons, in a K an- 
sas town. Shortly afterward Scott went 
east and located at Kenneth. He has 
met with financial reverses and is now 
obliged to do ordinary labor. 
Al- 
though fifty-three years of age he still 
thirsts for adventures, and ia remarka- 
bly hardy, conddering the hardships 
of his past life. 


STOLEN BY GHOULS. 
Body of Degratr Patterson Stolen From 
an Indianapolis Cemetery. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 2.—Mre. Harvey, 
daughter of Degrtff Pattereon, notified 
the sutborilies 
yesterday 
that her 
father's body had been stolen from its 
grave, and appealed to the police to 
make search among the medical col- 
leges for it. It appears that 
Under 
taker Foutz interred the body several 
days ago, but for some reason unknown, 
Mrs. Harvey feared that the grave had 
been tampered with, and yesterday 


she caused it to be opened. 
Instead of 
the body she found only the clothing 
in which the corpse had been buried. 


ANOTHER BATTLE. 


Spanish a n d Cuban Troops in a 
Fierce Enconnter. 


The Simnisli Array Move» Closer to Ha- 
vana, Which Indicates That It 
Has Been Defeated. 


HAVANA, J a n . 2 —An engagement be- 
tween the Spanish troops and insur 
gents has taken place at El Estant, 
south of Alfonso XII, and not far from 
the frontier of the province of Havana 
The official announcement says that 
the troops captured the insurgents' 
position, but that the loss to the 
enemy is not known. It is admitted 
that two Spanish officers and four sol- 
diers were killed and nine were wound- 
ed. The insurgents, following their 
usual tactics, did not accept a decisive 
engagement, bat after the skirmish 
proceeded westward, devastating the 
country as they marched onward. The 
authorities here ia announcing this 
skirmish, added the significant state- 
ment that the troops were "moved 
closer to the province of Havana," 
which would seem to indicate that the 
Spanish forces are once more in retreat. 
Later in the day it was announced here 
that 
further 
fighting 
between the 
Spaniards and the Cubans is taking 
place in the vicinity of El Estante, 
which, with the announced movement 
of the Spanish troops "closer to the 
frontier of Havana," leads people here 
to believe that the insurgents have been 
in pursuit of the Spanish troops in that 
vicinity.

A Fine Showing lor the Bacteriological 
Department During the First 
Year of Its Existence. 


Dr. L. Park Drayer, the city chemist 
and bacteriologist, is working on his 
report for the past year and it will 
show that the department has been 
doing good work. 
The department 
was organized only last February and 
the report will show that since that 
time there have been the following 
number of analysis made: 


Butter, 3; buttermilk, 2; cheese. 1; 
diphtheria diagnosis, 424; meat 3; milk, 
389; poultry, I; vinegar, 1; water, |.99; 
sausage, 1. Total, 924 


This is an average of more than 
three per day. Of those examined, 
forty wells were condemned as unfit 
lor use. 
One hundred and seventy-five 
cases of diphtheria diagnosed proved to 
be genuine cases of the disease. In 
addition to this work Dr. Drayer has 
personally disinfected every house in 
which contagious diseases have existed. 


In Chicago, during the year named 
in the last report, the bacteriological 
department made but 12,580 analysis, a 
proportion much smaller than that of 
the Fort Wayne department, when the 
relative populations are considered.

"Yes, I went up to Fort Wayne and 
back on the first packet.' It was on the 
3rd of July, 1835, and we returàed 
next day on the 4th. 
There were 
about twenty five of us in the party, 
and they took pretty near the whole 
town, for it was very small those da} s 
* * * They have all been gone 
many years. 
Some of them died fifty 
years ago. * * * Thè only sights 
along the way were wilderness woods, 
prairies covered with water, and in 
places there were wolves, deer and In- 
dians. 
I remember we stopped a few 
miles east of Roanoke, at. the Verm il* 
yea hotel, for dinner, At Fort Wayne 
a public dinner was given the next day 
and a grand time was had. * * * 
We had no music on board. 
Music 
was scarce those times and there was a 
great deal of fun kept up, going and 
coming. 
Dr. Fate shot a cannon off 
every few miles. 
He owned a cannon 
and took it along. 
One time he 
slipped it to a house where there was a 
wedding and fired it off just as the 
wedding ceremony was over. 
He was a 
strange man and kept a store. 
He 
went to see a niece of Chief Richard- 
ville. 
Chief Lafontaine and Chief 
Richardville both lived below the town 
at 'The Forks.' I saw them both quite 
often. We used to walk down to 'The 
Forks'—wasn't much to see there, only 
a store and Indians, but it was a place 
to go. * * * Some one told the 
chief's niece that Dr. Fate wanted to 
marry her for her money and that 
made her mad and she refused him. 
Tben he sued her for breach of prom- 
ise and I was thinking he only got one 
cent, but John Roche always said he 
got a dollar. * * * All the houses 
were log houses. * * * The peo- 
ple were awful rough; many of them 
were canal hands. 
There was no 
church, except once in a while when a 
preacher would pass through and hold 
a meeting in some one's house.

member once when dogs were set upon 
a Methodist preacher and he was 
chased out of town.

The awakening of pat:i9tic 
American sentiment in all parts of the 
iand has given positive assurance that 
the country whicb thirty years ago was 
sadly divided will from this time forth 
display a strong and united 
front 
against all enemies. 


Im many ways the year 1895 has been 
notable, but chiefly so for its wars, in- 
surrections, mssacreu and war rumors. 
In this respect it will go down in his- 
tory as contrasting strongly with the 
years immediately preceding it. 
It is 
true that the wars which have actually 
occurred have not been of the first im- 
portance, but there have been warlike 
discussions and rumors which must, in 
any event, have an important bearing 
in the years to follow.

war since 1878—the coiflict between 
Japan and China—in which civilization 
won a notable triumph over semi bar- 
barism.

has watched the Cuban war for inde- 
pendence grow from a small insurrec- 
tion into a revolutionary movement of 
importance. 
It has gaaad with a feel- 
ing of abhorrence and 
unspeakable 
loathing upon the bulcuery of thou- 
sands ol defenBtless GLristians in Ar- 
menia, while the great 
nations of 
Europe stood aloof and, for selfieh rea- 
bons, permitted the massacres to con- 
tinue.

HE FOUGHT THE PALTON 
"Bill" Scott. Who Carries Many Hnrkft 


of Unttle, Now Located In Indiana 
Lo«Ai>sPORT, Ind., Jan. 2—"Bill" 


Scott, one of the men who a few year 
ago was instrumental in breaking 
the Dalton gang of train robbers and 
highwaymen in the west, is now em 
plojedatthe Kenneth stone quarries 
near this city. He carries the scare o 
ten bullet wounds on his body. One 
arm is almost useless from the «fleets 
of gunshot wounds, the bone of bis 
right thigh was shattered, there are the 
marks of two wounds on his face, and 
the tip of one ear is m'ssing, having 
been shot away by an enemy's bullet. 
He was also shot in the breast, and has 
had enough hairbreadth escapes »nd 
experienced dangers sufficient to make 
himself many times a hero. 


The lawless deeds of the Dalton 


gang, together with their tragic death, 
are fresh in the minds of the reading 
public. They held up trains, robbed 
banks, and became so bnld in their 
movements as to keep citizens of the 
localities in which they operated m aV 
most constant terror. 


Scott's connection with the extermin 


ation of the gang was in the capacity of 
marshal. He was with the posse which 
finally shot down three members of the 
gang, including the Daltons, in a Kan- 
saitown. Shortly afterward Scott went 
east and located at Kenneth. He has 
met with financial reverses and is now 
obliged to do ordinary labor.

Mrs. Meribah Hawley, a lady aged 


ninety-three years, living at Hunting- 
ton, was recently interviewed by a rep- 
resentative of the Herald and thus 
describes her first lide on a packet on 
tho Wabash and Erie canal: 


"Yes, 1 went up to Fort Wayne and 


back on the first packet. It was on the 
3rd of July, 1830, and wo returned 
next day on the 4th. Thero were 
about twenty five of us in the parly, 
and they took pretty near the whole 
town, for it was very small those dajf

* * They have all been gone 


manj years. 
Some of them disd fifty 


years ago, * 
* * The only sipfels 


along the way were wilderness woods, 
prairies covered with water, and in 
places there were wolves, deer and In- 
dians. 
I remember we stopped a few 


miles east of Roanoke, at the Vermil' 
yea hotel, for dinnor. At Fort Wayne 
a public dinner was given the next day 
and a grand time was had. * * * 
We had no music on board. 
Music 


was scarce those times and there was a 
great deal of fun kept up, going and 
coming. 
Dr. Fate shot a cannon ofl 


every few miles. 
He owned a cannon 


and took it along. 
One time he 


slipped it to a house where there was n 
wedding and fired it off just as the 
wedding ceremony we* over. He was a 
strange man and kept & store. 
He 


went to see a nieco of Chief R:chard- 
ville. 
Chief L*fonUine and 
Chief 


Riohardvillo both lived below the town 
at The Forks' 1 saw them both quite 
often. 
We used to walk down to 'The 


Forks'—wasn't much to see there, only 
a atore and Indians, but it was a place 
to go. * * * Some one told the 
chief'» niece that Dr. Fate wanted to 
marry her for her money and that 
made her mad and she refused him. 
Then he sued her for breach of prom- 
ise and I was thinking he only got one 
cent, but John Roche always said he 
got a dollar. " * * All the houses 
were log houses. ' * " The p«o 
pie were awful rough; many of them 
were canal hands. 
There was no 


church, except once in a while when a 
preacher would pass through and hold 
a meeting in some one's house. 
I re- 


member once when doge wern set upon 
a Methodist preacher and he was 
chased out of town. 
Ob, it was a very 


hard place."

He was 
stopping at the Boody house and one 
morning he was found dead in his bed.

brother, Stillman Brown, of Toledo, 
$150.000, and directed that the remain- 
der of his estate be divided between 
his niece, Mrs. Arthur Dodge, of this 
city, and his nephew, George W. Browu, 
of Lafayette, Ind.

estate and it is now in their hands, and 
will be until next November, when tho 
heirs receive possession of it.

However, the heirs are now receiving 
the income from their portions of the 
estate, nnd will continue to do so 
until tho title to the property falls into 
their hands.

who has a wide circle of friends. 
She 


is the wife of the well known veterin- 
ary surgeon. All who are acquainted 
with Mrs. Dodge and who know her 
excellent qualities will rejoice with her 
over the good fortune that has befallen 
her. 


Her brother, George W. Brown, of 


Lafayette, who is equal heir with her 
to the fortune, is also well known hero, 
as is also his wife, who was Miss Esther 
Read, daughter of A. J. R-a'.l, of vim 
city.
